On This Most Vital Point It Is Expect- 
ed That the Republles of the West- 
ern Hsmisphors Will Be Prsetloally 

United.

If all the republics 
of tho western henilsphtre take ad- 
vaataie of the opitortunlty to partici- 
pate In the procefvJIUKB of the hecond 
ooafereaoe that has b>-en oivrned by 
the efforts of the American secretary 
of state there will be no less than 
twentyone of the gurrmments of the 
three Americas re|ir«.>«ent«d, Includinc 
delecatioas from Cuba, UalU and aa» 
to Domlnsa 

Some at these repiihllca will have no 
reprsaentaUves at the ronferenoe. but 
It Is Impossible to say even itow who 
wtU be tbe absentees. In some eases 
economical oooslderatloas have oyei^ 
ated to prmrt-mt certain of the smallor 
republics from naming detegates, 
thottch the reason la not so bluntly 
stated In the decllnailous. Others aro 
actually at war or In a state of rerola- 
tlon aad even anarchy. A very tew 
are actually Indifferent to the a^ 
proaeh of the tnterpaUooal Ratheriac 
whleh BMy Involve for them the most 
momeatoaa qneaUons and completely 
ohaase their relations with the world 
powera. 

Oa tho whole, however, there luu 
been a leneroiis response from most 
of the American republics to the Mar's 
Invitatkm to Join in the di>llberatlons 
of the second conference, and It is 
certain thst the American representa' 
tlon will be large.
